PROBLEM OF CONTRABAND. 


NON-INVITATION OF KOREA. 

Tue Haave, June 29. 
Yesterday Mr. Choate, in an eloquent speech 
on behalf of the American proposal regarding 
the inviolability of private property at sea, 
except contraband, appealed to the nations, 
especially to Great Britain, to abandon “that 
remnant of barbarous piracy.”

DISAPPOIN TMENTS IN CAIRO. 


. The ‘above is the title ofan articleon some 
aspects of the Egyptian Capital, which recently 
appeared in the Berlin “Lokalanzeiger,” of 
which the following is a translation :— 

When the burning Khamsin, the name of 
which means the wind lasting fifty days 
whihois fortunately an Oriental exaggeration— 
is blowing across from. the desert, when 
myriads of flies, mosquitoes and fleas, to men- 
tion nothing worse, appear at all times of night 
and day, when nature hardly rejuvenated is 
smothered beneath thick layers of dust, then 
is the season termed “spring” in Egypt. It is at 
this period when homesickness irresistibly grips 
every European who is obliged’ to live here. 
Even the most sober and cold-blooded business 
man, whose love of nature is limited to the 
cotton markets and whose artistic sense is fully 
satisfied by the variety of pictorial designs on 
the National Bank of Egypt’s notes, feels the 
awakening ofa warm longing for the poetry of 
northern spring and summer. And as the whole 
life here constantly moves in contrasts, so also 
does nature. Until quite recently one has, 
shivering with cold, sought ont a seat near the 
oil stove, looking, out on the gigantic bare 
acacias, which are the characteristic feature of 
Cairo’s streets, and now—hardly a week later 
—one is nearly choked with the heat, and 
cannot hide anywhere from the burning rays 
of the sun ‘in the shade of these acacias, now 
full of leaves. What lends such a charm to 
this season in Europe is the slow, nearly shy 
awakening of new life, that mysterious gradual 
budding and visibie growth, the whole tender 
virginity ofthe northern spring, which, alas! 
does not exist, here. Everything grows here 
with such rapidity tnat one does not notice 
the process of growing until the growth is 
suddenly complete. The leaves which but 
yesterday were hardly the smallest of buds 
will to-morrow be faded and covered with dust. 
No bird sings, and no butterfly plays among 
the flowers. 

And yet, he who desires to make the ac- 
quaintance of Egypt as she really is, and not 
as she only during the winter and tourist 
season in her holiday apparel presents. herself 
to her foreign visitors—he must come to the 
Nile during the summer. Then, and only when 
the festivities of dances, flower battles, and 
corsoes are over, with which the capital of the 
Khedive for months attempts to intoxicate 
herself and her guests, you become aware that 
this most frivolous of all cities, apart from its 
life of pleasure, has another existence devoted 
to work. And, perhaps, nowhere else in the 
world is the hunting for gold pursued in a 
more restless and unserupulous manner than 
just here. The Levantines, that curious mix- 
ture of all nations who in the Orient form the 
native European, or at least’ Europeanised, 
population do not work in order to create 
works of culture, or to be later on able to 
enjoy the fruit of their labour by leading a 
life of pleasure, but only work from a pure 
love of money for its own sake; they have 
long recognised the power of money, but they 
are still to-day quite unable to make reason- 
able use of that power when obtained. 

The typical Levantine condition is national 
wealth without national culture. For any spi- 
ritual effort, the immediate object of which is 
not money-making, the Levantine lacks all 
comprehension. The Orfental Europeans pos- 
sess neither original art nor any science worth 
mentioning, but instead thereof they have a 
vast number of joint stock companies. In Cairo 
—a city of 50,000 European inhabitants— 
there is not a single concert hall or native 
theatre company ; Arabic theatres and Greek 
music halls do not, of course, count. Even in 
personal—I feel inclined to say in typical— 
culture they are completely lacking. ‘In the 
afternoon they go for drives to Gezireh in most 
luxurious carriages ; they dress in accordance 
with the latest Paris and English fashions, as 
far as their own inborn lack of taste permits, 
and they are heartily glad when on returning 
home they may change from the frock coat 
into the galabije, a cross between a ‘dressing- 
gown and o night shirt, and enjoy the typical 
Oriental life of lazy luxury. 

The pivot of all Levantine life is the Stock 
Exchange. It is the topic of conversation in 
the coffee-houses, the clubs, and the drawing- 
rooms. The shares of any newly formed com- 
pany are discussed with far keener interest 
than a newly discovered papyrus manuscript. 
By this unlimited and senseless materialism, 
this lust of gain, screwed up to the highest 
imaginable pitch, which in consequence of the 
excellent, financial management of the State 
Exchequer by the English and the rapid deve- 
lopment of prosperity caused thereby, was 
afforded an only too favourable. field of action, 
factors have been introduced into the econo- 
mical life of Egypt which have conjured up a 
financial crisis, and are consequently retarding 
the steady development. 

All industries that have been developed in 
the Nile country are home or agrarian indus- 
tries, such as sugar refining, spinning, and 
similar, works. And even these branches of 
industry have not given any excellent results, 
as last year’s collapse of the sucreries proved. 
The only sound basis. of Egypt's wealth is 
agriculture based on reasonable irrigation. In 
this respect, it is true, a splendid example is 
set by the grand irrigation system of the 

Government, which is continuously being 
further developed and extended. The capital 
and the seaports derive permanent incomes 
from foreign travellers and goods traffic. But 
many of the remaining values have been 
artificially, created by blind speculation, and 
will prove-to be of a temporary nature only, 
being as they are the infantile illnesses of an 
unripe promoter’s period. Already the finan- 
cial:high tide is ebbing. Money became searce, 
buying decreased, and the prices have dropped. 
This year’s census result also will” contribute 
not a little towards the restoration of more 
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healthy and sober conditions. The ti 
numberof 12,000,000 of inhabitants has not 
been wached, and, above all, Cairo with ite 
640,000 inhabitants has remained a long 
distance behind expectations. Within the last 
ten years which represent, the rapid advance 
of Egypt, and for which the increase of the 
number of inhabitants ought to constitute a 
good criteriorn, the population of Cairo has 
increased by 70,000 only. These are facts 
which will, no doubt, give our speculators a 
good reason for careful reflection.

THE BUILDING OF A CITY. 


BUILDING LAWS. 


(sy Ropert Wiitiams F.R.I B.A.) 


(II) 

That the Municipality is beginning to be 
alive to its responsibilities we learn from 
paragraphs in the newspapers, to the effect that 
its officers are making inspections, and in conse- 
quence thereof making various condemnations 
of buildings. Beside all this there has appeared 
a non-offieial- intimation that plans of intended 
buildings have now to be deposited with the 
Municipality; this if true is a somewhat 
strange, though thoroughly Egyptian, proceed- 
ing. It isa beginning at the wrong end of the 
chapter. The usual and appropriate proceeding 
is to inform intending builders what is expected 
of them by way of construction ete. and this 
is the usual form in modern building laws 
which tell us -what is required by way of the 
thickness of walls and strength of construction, 
upon which data we are able to prepare our 
plans with some degree of assurance that they 
will be acceptable to the authorities. 

Before déaling critically with building laws 
it wotld not be unprofitable to touch generally 
and succintly upon the functions ot a Munici- 
pality as regards the building of a city. That 
the popular notion of the limitless functions of 
a town councillor is exceedingly wide my 
experience as an erstwhile member of the 
London County Council has taught me. These 
duties are supposed to range through the 
whole gamut of earthly existence from the 
baking of bread to the minding of babies—but 
I am touching upon Municipal bakeries and 
the state maintenance of children which I must 
reserve for another, paper. 

Now, as regards the building of a city the 
Municipality, or the State, is, or should be, 
endowed with wide powers by the citizen 
electors. Citizens, it may be tritely said are 
neighbours—in old Saxon, people who live 
anigh to one another—but citizens are selfish, 
they are not always neighbourly, they encroach 
upon one another’s earth-space ; being, how- 
ever, endowed. with common sense and occa- 
sionally with broad and artistic ideas, they 
endeavour $o counteract their innate selfish- 
ness by enacting laws which shall keep one 
another in check as in Athens of old, in the 
Florentine Republic, in the Queen of Cities, 
Venice, and in order that this may be done the 
citizens delegate their duties to a set of 
representatives—a council of the wise men of 
the city. Shortly, the citizens instruct their 
council to devise laws for the formation and 
building of their town which while recognizing 
economy shall result in a city at once pleasant 
to look upon and healthy to live in. This 
being interpreted means—clean, wide streets, 
ease of locomotion, and strong artistic build- 
ings with a plentiful supply of gardens and 
open spaces. This, in turh, implies a depart- 
ment. of health, department of engineering 
and a department of fine art. The chief officers 
should be a doctor, an engineer and an 
architect. Until such a time as the world 
learns that disease is not come into the world 
to stay, doctors are a paramount necessity. 
Roads, bridges, sewers; lighting and locomotion 
demand the highest qualification of the engineer 
aud the soul of the city, that which makes 
it fair to look upon, as well as safe to dwell 
in, demands the highest powers of the architect. 
This trio of officers stands at the head of the 
departments through which the Municipality 
performs its principal functions as regards the 
building of a city. When these are helped and 
guided by a wise, broad minded council they 
should go far in making the city healthy, com- 
fortable and beautiful. 

The next paper will deal more particularly 
with building laws generally and particularly 
as applicable to Alexandria.

SIR REGINALD WINGATE 
NTERVIEWED. 


On arriving in Vienna, on his way to London, 
Sir Reginald Wingate gave an irterview toa 
correspondent, in which he made an interest- 
ing statement regarding the present~ position 
of affairs in the Sudan. He said : 

Steady progress in every direction best 
describes the present situation in the Sudan. 
There have been no sensational happenings 
during the\past few months, and no troubles of 
any kind between the Government and the 
natives. What troubles=have occurred were 
solely between the tribes. Perhaps the’ most 
satisfactory note is thatthe natives are respond- 
ing to the efforts of the Government td, intro- 
duce reforms and improvements, They are, so 
to speak, “taking on.” They see that these 
things tend to their general welfare and the 
betterment of their individual circumstances, 
and appreciate them accordingly. Agricultural 
conditions are very satisfactory. The cultiva- 
tion of cereals and cotton is steadily increasing, 
and the natives are displaying great’ interest 
in the work. Cotton growing is doing very 
well, but its greatest needs are water and 
manual labour. Better road communications 
are also much wanted. Automobiles are proving 
of great value in the opening up of communi- 
cation, and are rapidly coming into~ greater 
use. Since their introduction many improve- 
ments have been made in them to meet the 
special necessities of a country where roads are 
few and far from satisfactory. The type of car 
most in. demand is em with the greatest power 
and the lightest body. 

Regarding railway communications, Sir Re- 
ginald said chat work on the new bridge across 
the Blue Nile connecting the present terminus 
of the railway at Halfaya with Khartoum 
would shortly be begun. The bridge will be of 
uarters of a 


mile in length, and having three divisions, 


railway, roadway, and footsvay. It is expected 


that it will take two years to build, and its 


completion will make it possible to extend the 


railway communication southwards along the 


Blue and White Niles. 


The Sirdar has recently been on a tour of 
inspection along the Red Sea. 

Port Soudan, the new port (he said), is mak- 
ing very.good progress, the quays are being 


filled up and the town is growing fast. The 
erection of lighthouses along the coast is also 
proceeding very satisfactorily. At Sanganeb 


the new lighthouse is completed, as also the 
lights leading into the harbour, which makes it 
possible for ships to enter at any hour of the 
day or night. Two sites have been selected for 
hill stations between the Nile and the Red Sea, 
and I hope it will*be possible to build sanatoria 
at both. ‘The onejis at Sinkat, directly on the 
railway, and 80 easy of ‘access. The other at 
Erkowit is twenty-five miles distant from the 
line, but much the better ofthe two. Itlies 
higher, ina beautifully green country amid 
the hills. A motor road will be built from the 
railway to Erkowit. These hill stations will 
prove a great boon tothe officials in the Sudan. 

In conclusion, Sir R. Wingate remarked that 
as far as. could be seen the general condition of 
affairs in the Sudan was exceedingly satisfac- 
tory; and there was every prospect’ that it 
would continue so,
